Mr, Hemingway’s awards 
are for the CoronationSwim- 
ming Pool and the Stanley 
Building, both in Edmonton, 
Winners of the 17 Massey 
awards were announced last 
week by the Royal Architec- 
tural Institute of Canada, 

The Massey Foundation 
initiated the competition in 
1950, ‘‘to recognize out- 
standing examples of Cana-
